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THE VISA FUNCTION 





One of the important functions of the Foreign Service of the 
United States is the administration abroad of our immigration 
laws. Congress first charged consular officers with the 
responsibility of issuing visas to certain aliens im the Act of 
July 5, 1884. In 1917, a general requirement that all aliens 
seeking to enter the United States obtain visas was insututed 
and has been continued since that time under successive 
immigration laws. With certain excepuons, therefore, aliens 
desiring to come to the United States are required to obtain 
appropriate visas from U.S. consular officers stationed at some 
230 Foreign Service posts throughout the world. 

Although consular officers are directly responsible under 
the law for the issuance or refusal of visas, the Department of 
State is charged with the gencral administration of the 
functions vested in the Foreign Service by the immugrauon 
laws. In fulfilling this responsibility, the Deparument’s Visa 
Office in the Bureau of Consular Affairs prepares regulations 
that are published in the Federal Register, structs consular 
officers regarding interpretations of law: establishes standard- 
ized procedures; provides on-the-spot guidance through 
regional conferences, workshops, and ficid ups; and furnishes 
advisory opinions concerning all phases of visa work. A 
review procedure is set in motion by consular requests for the 
Department's advice on material points of law, or when the 
Department requests a report from a consular post with a view 
to determining whether the action taken or proposed in a 
specific case is in accordance with the applicable provisions of 
the law. Although the vast majority of visas arc issued al 
overseas posts, a few categories of nonimmigrant visas may be 
issued or renewed by the Diplomatic Liaison Division of the 
Visa Office. 

For many people in foreign lands, the call at the American 
consular office is the first personal contact with the United 


States. A courteous reception by an American official and fair 
and reasonable attention to the application for a visa serve to 
create an atmosphere of good will and help to promote our 
forcign relations. 

In recent years successive Presidents have stressed the 
importance of facilitating internauonal travel. The procedures 
for the issuance of visas to persons wishing to visit the United 
States have been kept as simple as possible; every effort is 
made to expedite the necessary action; and, in many cases, the 
personal appearance of the applicant is not required. Before a 
visa is issued, an applicant’s written application is reviewed or 
the applicant is interviewed by a consular officer to determine 
eligibility for a visa appropriate to the purpose of the planned 
journey to the United States. If necessary, documentary 
evidence is requested to establish that the applicant intends to 
return to a residence abroad, does not come within any of the 
excludable classes, and has adequate financial resources for 
the proposed journey. To further facilitate the travel of 
nonimmigrants, visas are issued incorporating the most liberal 
provisions possible with respect to validity period and fees on 
the basis of reciprocity, that is, the treatment accorded by the 
applicant's country to U.S. citizens. Necessary clearance 
procedures are handled as expeditiously as possible. 

Applicants who are entitled to one of the immigrant 
classifications and who are chargeable to an oversubscribed 
foreign state or category are registered on waiting lists, in the 
order in which they have qualified, to establish a priority for 
considerauion when visa numbers become available. The 
priority date for preference applicants is ordinarily that on 
which the petition to establish a preference was filed with the 
Immigration and Naturalization Service. 

The immigration and Naturalization Service primarily, 
the Public Health Service and the Department of Labor, and

other agencies to a lesser extent, share in the administration of 
the immigration laws. The jurisdictions of those agencies are 
complementary in most respects, and close liaison is main- 
tained between and among them and the Department of State 
to ensure a uniform interpretation of the law and to coordinate 
practices. Officers of the Immigration and Naturalization 
Service are stationed at a number of Foreign Service posts 
abroad to carry out more effectively certain funcuons that 
come within the Service's area of responsibility. 





In preparation for their visa duties abroad, consular 
officers take a visa services course at the Department of 
State’s Foreign Service Institute as part of thear basic Foreign 
Service training. Advanced consular training for expenenced 
officers is also offered. A correspondence course im visa work 
is available for of cers and clerical personnel assigned w 
overseas posts.

The Report does not contan information on refugees or 
on persons granted adjusiment to permanent resident status by 
the Immigration and Naturalization Service (INS), except to 
the extent that such adjustments of status im the numencally 
lumued categones are reflected in the tables of mmugrant 
number use. 














IMMIGRANT VISA CATEGORIES 
AND NUMERICAL LIMITATIONS: 
IMMIGRATION ACT OF 1990 


Effective October 1, 1991, the first day cf Fiscal Year 1992, 
immugram visa Calegones were restructured and numerical 
limitaions On ummugrants were revised under the terms of the 
1990 Act. Separate numencal lumas were established for the 
senes of farnily-sponsored and employment-based pretcr- 
ences. See Appendix A-1 for an outline of the caiegones of 
immigrants and the aumerncal lumus, and Appendix A-2 for 
specifics of the numerical limits for Fiscal Year 1993

During Fiscal Year 1993, 232,483 famuly-sponsored and 
161,207 employment-based preference visas were available. 
for a worldwide family and employment preference lumuat of 
393,690. 

During Fiscal Year 1993, employment-based preferem 
visas were available to most applicants wiathoul a wailing 
penod. Excepuons were applicants chargcabic to a few 
oversubscribed counties for whom heavy visa demand im 
excess of the per-country annual uma set by law resulted a 
visa availability cut-off date, and all applicants in the “Other 
(xe., Unskilled) Worker” subgroup wahm Employment Third 
preference. On July 1, 1993, the application period for 
benefits under the Chinese Student Protecuon Act (CSPA) 
began, and 41 684 Employment Third preference numbers 


were allocated to INS offices for CSPA beneficianes between 
July 1 and September 30, 1993. The CSPA allocapons 
exhausted all unused employment preference numbers. 
During Fiscal Year 1993, all family-sponsored preferenc: 
calegones were oversubscribed, except for Family Firs 
preference visas that were available without a wasung penod 
except to upplacanmts chargeable to a couple of oversubscribed 
COURLTICS 

The per-country ima on PREFERENCE ummugrants was 
set by the 1990 Act at 7% of the worldwide family and 
employment preference lamas. For Fiscal Year 1993, the per- 
country limi came to 27,558. The dependent arca lama came 
to 7.874, 2% of the worldwide family and employment limits. 
The law sets the annual lima for Hong Kong at 10,000 for 
cach of Fiscal Years 1991 through 1993, after which the 7% 
per-country lima will apply to Hong Kong. 

When demand for preference ummuigrant numbers exceeds 
the annual lumetatzon set by law for a country, thal country 1s 
considered oversubscnbed. All oversubscribed chargeabilives 
are subject to the provisions of Sectson 202(¢) of the Immugra- 
uon and Nationality Act as amended by the 1990 Act, which 
makes ummigram numbers »ithin the per-country lumaation 
available to cach preference category m proportion to is 
worldwide numerical limitation. (See Appendix A-1, Secuon 
I(D) for breakdown.) The following chargeabilines were 
oversubscribed during Fiscal Year 1993: CHINA-mamland

During Fiscal Year 1993, visas were also issued im several 
wansiuon categones of lumited durawon established by the 
1990 Act. These were for natives of certain “adversely 
affected™ states (AA-1), employees of certain US. businesses 
operaung m Hong Kong (HK), displaced Tibetans residing m 
India or Nepal (DT), and spouses and children of legalization 
beneficuanes (LB). (See Appendix A-1 for further informa- 
uon on these transimon Calegones.) 

The registration period for the 41.019 AA-1 visas w be 
issued during Fiscal Year 1993 ran from July 29 through 
August 28, 1992. Over 1.1 million pieces of mail were 
received Guring that period, of which 817,152 applications met 
the requirements for the louery. The Deparunent of State 
selected at random by computer and assigned rank order 
numbers to 52,445 applicants. Thai figure anucipaicd ou 
some of the persons who were registered would decide not to 
pursue thei cases, and was imiended t© maximuze the chances 
of all 41,019 Fiscal Year 1993 visa numbers being used. A 
total of 17,778 Fiscal Year 1993 AA~i visas were designated 
for natives of Ireland. 25,000 of the persons registered were 
chargeable to Ireland. (Under the law, applicants born m 
Northern Ireland share mm the AA-1 numbers designated for 
Ireland.) Under a technical amendment to the law enacted m 
1991, natives of Canada were included in the AA-1 program 


beginning im Fiscal Year 1993. Enutlement w status for AA-1 
applicants registered for Fiscal Year 1993 expired at the end 
of the fiscal year, Lc. as of September 30, 1993. 

A wtal of 2,389 numbers were used im the category for 
employees of certam US. busimesses operaung m Hong Kong 
during Fiscal Year 1993. A wtal of 7677 such numbers were 
used during Fiscal Years 1991 through 1993. Visa issuance m 
this category concluded im Fiscal Year 1993. 

The United States Embassy at New Delhi, India issued 
558 visas to applicants m the category for Displaced Tibetans 
during Fiscal Year 1993. Thus, all 1,000 numbers provided 
for tus category were used. Visa issuance m the Displaced 
Tibetans category cOmtuded im Fiscal Year 1993. 

Secuon 112 of the Immigration Act of 1990 provides up 
to $5,000 mmmigrant visas during cach of Fiscal Years 1992, 
1993, and 1994 w spouses and children of persons legalized 
under the three programs established by the Immugrauon 
Reform and Control Act of 1986. The legalization programs 
are the mayor factor m the very substanual recent increase in 
applicants im the Family 2A category for spouses and children 
of residents of the Uniued States. This transition program 
offers some measure of relief to qualified applicants from that 
heavily oversubscribed category. All numbers available m 
this tansition category were used during Fiscal Year 1993.

The total number of ummuigrant visas (including replaced 
visas) issued at offices abroad m Fiscal Year 1993 was 
$41,119, arecord high. Thus figure is 13,123 or 2 2 5% 
mcrease above the ummugrant visa msuagnces for Fiscal Year 
1992. This mcrease is duc largely to issuances in the Immedi- 
ate Relative and Family Preference cateygones, which were up 
12.1% and 3.9% respectively m Fiscal Year 1993 compared w 
Fiscal Year 1992.

In Fiscal Year 1993, nonimmigrant visa issuances al 
Foreign Service posts totalled 5,359,620, a decrease of 8,817 
(-0.2%) from the Fiscal Year 1992 figure of 5,368,437. 
Nonimmigrant visa issuances remained considerab!y below 
the record high set in Fiscal Year 1988, a cortinuing reflection 
of the Visitor Visa Waiver Program that became operational 
during 1988. On July 29, 1993, Brunei joined the 21 other 
countries already in the Program (Andorra, Austria, Belgium, 
Denmark, Finland, France, Germany, Great Britain and 
Northern Ireland, Iceland, Italy, Japan, Liechtenstein, Luxem- 
bourg, Monaco, Netherlands, New Zealand, Norway, San 
Marino, Spain, Sweden, and Switzerland). Under the waiver 
program, citizens of the designated countries may visit the 
"United States for up to 90 days without the need of obtaining a 
visitor visa. 


Nonimmigrant issuances to nationals of Asian countnes 
were about 31.3% of the total, and visas issued to nationals of 
European countries equalled about 20.7%. Visitor (B) visas 
and Border Crossing Cards (BOCs) accounted for about 80.2% 
of the nonimmigrant visas issued, and student (F and M) visas 
about 4.4%. Visas issued to 10 nationalities (Mexico, Brazil, 
China (Taiwan), South Korea, Australia, Great Britain and 
Northern Ireland, China (mainland), Venezuela, Argentina, 
and Philippines) accounted for about 47.4% of the total 
issuances. 

It should be noted that most nonimmigrant visas are valid 
for several years. The total of persons holding valid visas, 
therefore, is several umes the figure for visas issued in any 
one year. The Department of State has made a conscious 
effort to authorize the maximum possible nonimmigrant visa 
validity for qualified applicants to reduce the need for frequent 
reapplication, thus helping to make worldwide nonimmigrant 
visa processing as efficient as possible.

The Bureau of Consular Affairs has ever the past several years 
developed automated systems for immigrant and 
nonimmigrant Case control and processing. 

By the end of Fiscal Year 1993 immugrani visa operations 
had been automated at 52 posts, which accounted for 479,953 
issuances, or 88.7% of the visas issued during the year. 

Nonimmigrant processing at 90 posts benefited from 
aulomated case control by the end of Fiscal Year 1993; these 
posts processed 4,309,030 visas. or 80.4% of the worldwide

On January 1, 1993, the Unned States recognized the indepen- 
dence of the Czech Republic and Slovakia, separate states that 
had previously comprised Czechoslovakia. As a result, the 
Czechoslovakia immigrant visa chargeability was replaced by 
separaic foreign state chargeabilives for the Czech Republic 
and Slovakia. 

On April 27, 1993, Eritrea announced its independence 
from Ethiopia. After this announcement, the United States 
recognized Eritrea as an independent state. As a result, a 
separaic forcign state chargeability was established for 
applicants born in Eritrea.

On April 27, 1993, the United States recognized the independence of Erurea from Ethiopia. As a result, a separate immigrant visa chargeability was 
established for Eritrea. 

The British dependency of Brunei became the independent state of Brunci on January 1, 1984. 

Section 103 of P.L. 101-649 (Immigration Act of 1990) provides that effective with Fiscal Year 1991, Hong Kong shall be weated for immigrant visa 
purposes as a separate foreign state, and not as a colony or other component or dependent area of another fore'gn state. 

Mongolia became a separate chargeability on January 27, 1987, when the United States established diplomatic relauons with Mongolia. 

The U.S. Government has recognized the Republic of Yemen, formed on May 22, 1990, by union of the former Yemen Arab Republic and the People’s 
Democratic Republic of Yernen. 

On December 25, 1991, the United States recognized the independence of the 12 republics that had constituted the U.S.S.R. As aresult, the U.S.S.R. 
ummigrant visa chargeability was replaced by separate forcign static chargeabilitics for Armenia, Azerbaijan, Belarus, Georgia, Kazakhstan, 
Kyrgyzstan, Moldova, Russia, Tajikistan, Turkmenistan, Ukraine, and Uzbekistan. 

On April 7, 1992, the United States recognized the independence of Bosnia and Herzegovina, Croatia, and Slovenia, three of the republics that had 
previously formed constituent parts of Yugoslavia. As arcsult separate immigrant visa chargeatilities were established for these foreign states. 
Un Janwary 1, 1993, the United States recognized the independence of the Czech Republic and Slovakia, separate states that had previously comprised 
Czechoslovakia. As a result, the Czechoslovakia immigrant visa chargeability was replaced by separate foreign state chargeabulities for the Czech 
Republic and Slovakia. 

With the unification of Germany on October 3, 1990, visa statistics are consolidated for that country. 

The Netherlands dependency of Aruba was established as a dependent area separate from the Netherlands Antilles as of January |, 1986. 

In November 1986, three of the four political components that made up the Trust Territory of the Pacific Islands assumed new political status and are 
no longer subyect to the trusteeship agreement. The Republic of the Marshall Islands and the Federated Siates of Micronesia are now sovereign, self- 
governing states in free association with the United States, as such each is a separate chargeability for ummigrant visa purposes. The Northern Marianas 
is now a Commonwealth in political union with the United States and thus a U.S. Tersitory. The chargeability of Pacific Islands Trust Territory continues

Section 601(a) of the Immigration Act of 1990 (P.L. 101-649) amended and renumbered the grounds for immigrant and nonimmigrant visa 
refusal under Section 212(a) of the Immigration and Nationality Act, effective June 1, 1991. This table follows the format of Section 212(a) 
as amended by P.L. 101-649. 


During Fiscal Year 1993, about 49% of nonimmigrant visa issuances were at posts with the Machine Readable Visa (MRV) system; the data 
base at some MRV posts does not reflect complete nonimmigrant visa refusals overcome statistics. Therefore, the nonimmigrant visa 
refusals overcome figures may be somewhat understated. 
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Appendix A-I 


Provisions of the Law and Numerical Limitations 
on Immigrant Visas 


Some form of numerical limitation has been imposed on 
immigration into the United States since 1921, although certain 
classes of immigrants have traditionally been able to obtain 
visas outside those limitations. The Immigration Act of 1990 
(P.L. 101-649) modified this concept by establishing an overall 
limit within which immediate relatives (IR’s) and certain 
special immigrants would continue exempt from the require- 
ment of an available visa number but the IR total would be 
deducted from the overall ceiling the following year for the 
calculation of certain other ceilings. Outlined below are the 
basic elements of the system applicable at present; unless 
otherwise stated, the section of law cited refers to the Immigra- 
tion and Nationality Act (INA), as amended. 

I. Classes not subject to the numerical limitations 
A. Immediate Relatives 
{1) Spouse and children of U.S. citizens and parents of 
Citizens at least 21 years of age 
(Sec. 201(b)(2(Ai)). 
(2) Certain surviving spouses of deceased US. citizens 
(Sec. 201(6)(2)(A){i)). 


B. Special Immigrants 
(1) Returning residents (Sec. 101(a)(27)(A) and Sec. 
201(b)(1)(A)). 
(2) Certain former U.S. citizens (Secs. 101(a)(27\B) and 
201(6)(1)(A)). 


C. Others 

(1) Child born abroad subsequent to issuance of immedi- 
ate relative visa to parent (Secs. 211(a) and 
201(6)(2)A)ii)). 

(2) Child born to a lawful permanent resident tempo- 
rarily abroad (Secs. 211(a) and 201(b)(2)(B)). 

(3) Vietnam Amerasians, a category created by Sec. 584 
of the Foreign Operations, Export Financing, and 
Related Programs Appropriations Act, 1988 (as 
contained in Sec. 101(e) of P.L. 100-202, as 
amended) for Vietnam Amerasians and their immedi- 
ate family members. Initially time-limited to 
March 1990, the provision was made permanent by 
P.L. 101-513. 


Il. Numerically limited classes 


A. Panama Canal Act Special Immigrant Categories 
Certain former employees of the Panama Canal Company 
or Canal Zone Government, up to a total of 15,000 immigrants, 
but no more than 5,000 in any fiscal year (Secs. 101(a)(27)(E), 
(F), and (G)). [See also employment-based fourth preference, 
below.) 
B. Transition Categorics 
(1) Spouses and children of legalized aliens. Sec. 112 of 
P.L. 101-649 provides up to 55,000 visa numbers 


annually for such immigrants in each of FYs 1992,

(2) Certain employees of U.S. businesses in Hong Kong 
(and their spouses and children). Sec. 124 of P_L.

101-649 authorizes not 
more than 1,000 visas for such immigrants over the 
3-year period of FYs 1991-1993. 

(4) Transition diversity immigrants. Sec. 132 of P.L. 
101-649 provides 40,000 visa numbers annually 
during FYs 1992, 1993, and 1994 for natives of 
foreign states adversely affected by the 1965 Act and 
their spouses and children, of which at least 40% are 
reserved for natives of Ireland. Under a subsequent 
technical amendment (Sec. 302(b)(6) of the Miscella- 
neous and Technical Immigration and Nationality 
Amendments of 1991, P.L. 102-232), natives of 
Northern Ireiand are deemed to be natives of Ireland 


for the purpose of this provision. 


C. Numerical Limits under Secs. 20), 202, and 203 
As a selective mechanism to enable distribution of the 
numbers to the immigrants desired, a preference system 
commingling certain classes of relatives and needed workers 
has long existed. P.L. 101-649 divided such preference classes 
into two broad categories: family-sponsored immigrants and 
employment-based immigrants, with a separate numerical 
limitation for each category.

(b) Employment-Based Preference Limitation: The 
overall ceiling for this category is 140,000. The term 
“employment-based ‘s broadly interpreicd to 
encompass all non-family immigration, whether or 
not the immigrant is actually destined to employment 
in the United States. 

(c) Carry-Over of Unused Numbers: Certain 
preference immigrant numbers which are unused 
during a fiscal year are added to the worldwide levels 
of family-sponsored and employment-based prefer- 
ence immigrants for the following fiscal year (Sec. 
201(c) and Sec. 201(d)). For calculation of the FY 
1993 preference limitations, unused FY 1992 family 
preference numbers are to be carried over into the 
FY 1993 family preference limit, and unused FY 
1992 employment preference numbers into the FY 
1993 employment preference limit. Beginning in 
FY 1994, however, unused family numbers from the 
previous ycar will be added to the employment 
preference limit and vice versa. 

Per-County Limits 

In addition to the overall limits, the INA contains a 
per-country ceiling to preclude preemption of the 
annual numbers by one or more forcign states of 
heavy emigration. Under the formula in 

P.L. 101-649, the per-couniry limit is at least 25,620, 
i.c., 7% of the combined total available to family- 
sponsored and employment-based immigrants. 
(When the ; ermanent diversity classification goes 
into effect in FY 1995, there will be a separate 7% 
per-country limit on such applicants. See 11.D(3) 
below.) The dependent arca limit is set at 2%, or a 
minimum of 7,320. (Sec. 103 of P.L. 101-649 sets a 
limit for Hong Kong of 19,000 through FY 1993, 
after which the 7% limit will apply to Hong Kong.)

Appendix C 


The Operation of the 
Immigrant Numerical Control System 


The Department of State is responsible for administering the 
provisions of the Immigration and Nationality Act (INA) relat- 
ing to the numerical limitations on immigrant visa issuances. 


1. How the System Operates 


At the beginning of cach month, the Visa Office (VO) 
receives a report from each consular post listing totals of 
documentarily qualified immigrant visa applicants in caicgorics 
subject to numerical limitation. Cases are grouped by forcign 
state chargeability/preference/priority date. No names are re- 
ported. During the first week of cach month, this documentarily 
qualified demand is tabulated. 

VO subdivides the annual preference and foreign state 
limitations that are specified by the INA into 12 monthly allot- 
ments. The totals of documentarily qualified applicants re- 
ported to VO are compared cach month with the numbers avail- 
able for the next regular alloument, and numbers are allocated to 
reported applicants in order of their priority dates, the oldest 
dates first. 

If there are sufficient numbers in a particular category to 
satisfy all reported documentarily qualified demand, the cat- 
egory is considered “current.” 

Whenever the total of documentarily qualified applicanis in 
a category exceeds the supply of numbers available for allot- 
ment for the particular month, the category is considered to be 
“oversubscribed” and a visa availability cut-off date is estab- 
lished. The cut-off date is the priority date of the first 
documentarily qualified applicant who could not be accommo- 
dated for a visa number. Only persons with a priority date ear- 
lier than a cut-off date are enutled to alloument of a visa num- 
ber. The cut-off dates are ordinarily the Ist, 8th, 15th, and 22nd 
of a month, since VO usually groups demand for numbers under 
these dates. (Priority dates of the first through seventh of a 
month are grouped under the Ist, the cighth through the four- 
teenth under the 8th, cic.) 

By the second week of cach month, cut-off dates are set for 
the following month. The dates, along with visa allounents for 
use during that month, are immediately wansmitted to consular 
posts. The cut-off dates are simultancously made public; VO 
has a recorded telephone message at (202) 663-1541 which is 
updated whenever new cut-off daics are sct. This information is 
then published in VO's monthly Visa Availability Bulletin. 
(Requests for inclusion on the Visa Bulletin mailing list may be 
addressed to: Visa Bulletin, Visa Office, Department of State, 
Washington, D.C. 20522-0113.) 


2. Definition of Some Terms 
Allotment 


The allocation of an immigrant number to a consular office 
or to INS. This number may be used for visa issuance or adjust- 
ment of status, or may be returned unused to VO for 
reincorporation into the pool of numbers available for later 
allocation during the fiscal year. 


Foreign State Chargeability 


The key determinant of foreign state chargeability is place 
of birth, not nationality. Ordinarily an immigrant is chargeable 
for visa purposes to the numerical limitation for the foreign 
state or dependent arca in which the immigrant’s place of birth 
is located. Exceptions are provided for a child (unmarried and 
under 21 years of age) or spouse accompanying or following to 
join a principal to prevent the separation of family members, as 
well as for an applicant born in the United Staies or in a foreign 
state of which neither parent was a native or resident. Alternate 
chargeability is desirable when the visa cut-off date for the 
foreign state of a parent or spouse is more advantageous than 
that of the applicant's foreign state. (INA Sec. 202: 22 CFR 
42.12.) 


Documentarily Qualified 


The applicant has obtained all documents specified by the 
consular officer as sufficient to meet the formai visa application 
requirements, and the consular office has completed necessary 
processing. 


3. Background Information on the System and 
Clarification of Some Frequently Misunderstood Points 


Applicants entitled to immigrant status become 
documentarily qualified at their own initiative and Convenience. 
By no means has every applicant with a priority date carlier 
than a prevailing cut-off date been processed for final visa ac- 
tion. On the contrary, visa allotments are made only on the 
basis of the total of applicants reported documentarily qualified 
each month. Demand for visa numbers can fluctuate from 
month to month, with an inevitable impact on cut-off dates. 

If an applicant is reporied documentarily qualified but 
allocation of a visa number is not possible because of a visa 
availability cut-off date, the demand is recorded at VO and an 
allocation is made as soon as the applicable cut-off date ad- 
vances beyond the applicant's priority date. There is no need 
for such applicant to be reporied a second ume. 

Visa numbers are always alloued for all documentarily 
qualified applicants with a priority date before the relevant cut- 
off date, as long as the case had been reported to VO in time to 
be included in the monthly calculation of visa availability. 
There is no exception to this principle. Failure of visa number 
receipt by the processing office could mean that the request was 
r at dispatched in time to reach VO for the monthly allocation 
cycle, or that information on the request was incomplete or 
inaccurate (¢.g., incorrect priority date). 

Allocations outside the regular monthly cycle are possible 
in emergency or exceptional cases, but only at the request of the 
office processing the case. Note that should retrogression of a 
cut-off date be announced, extraordinary requests for additional 
numbers can be honored by VO only if the applicant's priority 
date is earlier than the retrogressed cut-off date. 
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Not all numbers allocated are actually used for visa issu- 
ance, some are returned to VO and are reincorporaicd into the 
pool of numbers available for later allocation during the fiscal 
year. The rate of return of unused numbers may fluctuaic from 
month to month, just as demand may fluctuaic. Lower rcturns 
mean fewer numbers availabic for subsequent reallocation. 
Fluctuations can cause cut-off daic movement to slow, stop, or 
even retrogress. Retrogression is particularly possible ncar the 
end of the fiscal year as visa issuance approaches the annual 
limitations. 

The per-country limitation on visa number use sct by law is 
2 cap which visa issuances to any single Country may not cx- 
ceed. Applicants compete for visas primarily on a worldwide 
basis. The per-country limitation serves to avoid monopoliza- 
tion of virtually all ihe annual limitation by applicants from 
only a few countries. The per-country limitation is not a quota 
to which any particular county ts entitled, however. 





Applicability of Section 202(e) 


Allocation prorating is required by INA Secuion 202(e) 
when visa number demand for a country exceeds the per-coun- 
try limitation. To the cxtent that applicant demand permits, visa 
numbers for such oversubscribed country will be prorated be- 
tween family and employment immigrants along the ratio of the 
worldwide family to employment immigrant levels. Visa num- 
bers will be made availabic to cach family and employment 
preference in proportion to the worldwide lima for such prefer- 
ence under the respecuve family and employment levels. 


VO projections of future availability 


From time to time VO provides projections based upon 
available data and expectauions. Such proyecuons—while re- 
flecting anucipated devclopments—cannot be taken as a guar- 
anice of future availabilay, however. Dates must be sect cach 
month based on reporicd demand and available numbcrs
